who'would.be glad to do away with clyjlservice regulations 
and return''to the old doctrine, "To p" victors belong the 
spoils," but few of these 'are so 'frank' p§e statement of their 
views,as .Representative Edwards"of "Georgia, a Simon-pure 
democrat of.the old school. 
He talks in a way to demonstrate 


that-whatever else may be said of him, he has "the courage 
of his convictions."

' Mr.' Edwards declares frankly that he would like to see the 
oiwlservice abolished, and undoubtedly speaks the truth when 
"lie. iriiasHhat "many of -us"-fee!Me; sivrnf way. With the civil 
•'service out of the way, all negroes, he: says, would-speedily 
be eliminated from the governmejit service and their places 
would be filled by democrats who, under a democratic admin- 
istration, would hold all of the places: That this is politics Mr. 
Edwards admits, but he says our government is one of politics 
and parties and that "we can't keep the parties strong unless 
we give the positions to those who help win victories. 
The 


congressman says that if putting republicans and negroes out 
of office is the attitude of a 'spoilsman, then he is a spoilsman, 
as hehas strong convictions along that line. 


But if negroes are to be':retained;ih the service Mr. buwards 


would'have them segregated, -arid'has introduced a bill pro- 
viding for such segregation. He would.have no white person 
compelled'to work with a person of African blood or descent. 


This is plain talk, and the old-fashioned Georgian is to be 


respected for his frankness. But his proposition comes alto- 
gether'too late to receive serious attention. The civil service 
principle has been thoroughly established and the people are 
not going to abandon it. There may be cases in which it is 
evaded to some extent, but, on the whole, it is doing its work 
well; otherwise there would be no ground for such feeling a- 
the southern'congressman entertains. 
It has improved thi 


quality of the public service in city, stale and nation, and ha 
won the support of all men who place the public service above 
party.and personal advancement. 


So far as segregating negro officials and employes is con 


cerned, that: is a question ..to be considered by itself, and one 
that reflects'no credit upon- those" who have raised it. But 
civil service is here to stay. Let Mr. Edwards and those who 
share his views not forget that.
